Dear  Radio  Farm  Director: 


This  first  day  of  June  Dairy  Month  "brings  our  attention  to 
current  research  developments  in  the  dairy  product  field;  ice  cream  made 
from  sweet  cream  "buttermilk,  new  products  from  cheese  research,  concen- 
trated milk,  etc. 

Such  developments  offer  RFD's  first  class  chances  to  plug 
Dairy  Month  activities  and  still  have  interesting  program  material  to 
do  it  withe    For  instance,  specialists  assure  us  that  the  new  "butter- 
milk ice  cream,  which  uses  a  product  that  has  formerly  been  largely 
wasted  or  fed  to  livestock,  is  richer  and  creamier  tasting  than  ice 
cream  made  with  skim  milk  or  other  types  of  milk  solids. 


Another  former  waste  product, .  .cheese  whey.,. can  now  "be  used 
in  a  new  product  called  hydrolyzed  whey  protein.    This  food  spread  de- 
veloped by  USDA  specialists  can  be  blended  with  cultured  cream,  cream 
cheese,  or  cottage  cheese  to  make  varied  spreads  for  breads  and  crackers. 
Cheese  whey  can  also  he  used  in  sherbets.    End  products  have  finer  body  . 
and  texture  and  are  more  tasteful  than  those  made  with  milk.  (Might 
he  helpful  to  remember  that  whey  is  actually  a  nutritious  food  contain- 
ing about  half  the  solids  of  the  milk  from  which  it  comes.) 

USDA  research  laboratories  are  also  working  with  numerous 
other  foods  using  skim  milk,  buttermilk,  or  whey  such  as  cream-style 
soups,  tomato-whey  beverages,  potato-skim  milk  wafers,  fudge  and  sever- 
al kinds  of  cake0 


Cold  Facts  ,  ... 

Increase  in  the  amount  of  ice  cream  eaten  per  person  over  the 
last  25  years  has  been  greater  than  for  most  other  important  dairy  pro- 
ducts.   Figures  show  a  positive  relationship  between  consumers  (real) 
income  and  the  amount  of  ice  cream  they  eat.    Consumption  for  the  first 
three  months  of  *51  was  k  percent  higher  than  in  f50  and  is  likely  to 
continue  higher  throughout  the  year  as  a  result  of  high  levels  of  em- 
ployment and  income. 
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Crossbreeding  In  Dairy  Cattle 

A  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  soundness  of  further 
work  in  dairy  cattle  crossbreeding  has  recommended  that  the  work  "be  con- 
tinued. From  material  now  available  on  Beltsville  experiments  they  feel 
it  may  have  possibilities.  Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  the  report  on  the  pro- 
ject that  will  serve  to  give  you  an  idea  what's  been  done  and  what's  yet 
to  be  done  on  the  subject. 

Price  Trends 

Tuesday's  report  showed  prices  received  by  farmers  during  the 
month  ending  mid-May  were  reduced  by  a  little  more  than  one  percent  of 
the  measuring  stick  (1910-L1!-  average).  Noted  drops  in  prices  received 
for  meat  animals,  strawberries,  cotton,  milk,  wool,  and  wheat.  Higher 
prices  were,  however,  gotten  for  corn,  butterfat,  eggs,  and  some  truck 
and  fruit  crops. 

The  report  brought  word  of  the  first  downturn  in  farmers'  pro- 
duction costs  in  15  months  (Feb.  f50).    However,  rural  living  costs  rose 
slightly;  net  result  is  an  index  figure  (of  prices  paid  by  farmers)  near- 
ly 11  percent  higher  than  a  year  ago.    '  , 

Breakdown  on  production  costs  show  higher  prices  paid  for  feed 
and  farm  machinery  during,  the  month  with  drops  on  that  side  of  the  pic- 
ture occurring  in  feeder  classes  of  cattle,  hogs,  and  lambs. 

Word  from  State  Agricultural  Mobilization  Committees 

State  Agricultural  Mobilization  Committee  reports  indicate, 
with  exception  of  a  few  crops  and  a  few  areas,  that  they're  rather  op- 
timistic about  reaching  production  levels  set  up  by  planting  guides. 
Due  to  the  cold  wet  spring  oats  is  one  crop  that's  liable  to  be  quite 
a  ways  below  guide  levels. 

On  the  materials  situation. • .fencing,  particularly  barb  wire, 
baling  wire,  twine,  and  burlap  bags  are  in  short  supply  in  several 
states.    Fertilizers  are  generally  adequate  except  for  high  nitrogen  or 
high  phosphate  kinds.    Sulphur  conservation  is  being  stressed  where  pest- 
icide requirement  for  it  is  high. 

All  states  are  reporting  shortages  of  farm  manpower.    Cause  is 
largely  the  movement  of  farmworkers  to  industrial  Jobs.    Sounds  like  it 
might  be  a  good  bet  for  BFD's  to  strengthen  contacts  with  State  and  local 
Employment  Services, 

Agricultural  Specialists  Needed 

Speaking  of  manpower  shortages,  USDA  needs  more  agricultural 
specialists  to  fill  foreign  assignments  in  Europe,  Latin  America,  Africa, 
the  Near  East,  and  the  Far  East.    Greatest  need  is  for  individuals  trained 
in  soils,  forestry,  crops,  animal  husbandry,  pest  and  disease  control, 
agricultural  engineering,  economics  and  marketing  and  social  sciences.

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National  Grasslands  Meeting 

.  Homer  Martz,  KDKA,  represented  RFD's  at  a  National  Grasslands

Mentioned  a  few  dairy  product  research  developments  last  week 
as  possibilities  for  use  during  June  Dairy  Months    In  glancing  through 
my  copy. of  the  Pace  Report  (which  many  of  you  have  teen  sent  on  request) 
it's  plain  to  see  that  last  week's  mention  merely  grazed  the  surface  of 
that  subject* 

Other  such  research  outlined  in  the  report  covers  unidenti- 
fied nutritional  factors  in  milk,  comparing  differences  in  nutritive 
value  of  "butter  and  its  constituents;  possibilities  for  preservation 
of  milk  and  cream  by  freezing;  increasing  use  of  milk  solids  in  foods; 
milk  as  a  source  of  Vitamin  B-12;  research  on  milk  marketing;  and  many 
more  subjects 0 

The  report  can  be  a  first  class  source  of  such  material  for 
those  of  you  that  have  it.    For  those  of  you  who  haven't  sent  for  your 
copy  of  the  Pace  Report  and  want  one* e 0 they 're  still  available  for  the 
asking. 

Corn  "Re-seal"  Program 

Farmers  can  now  extend  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  loans  on 
farm-stored  1950  -crop  corn  through  July  19520    Any  1950-crop  corn 
covered  by  CCC  purchase  agreement  is  also  eligible  for  loan  during  the 
extended  period. 

Those  wanting  to  extend  their  1950-crop  com  loans  can  make 
application  to  county  PMA  offices  before  the  final  date  for  delivery 
indicated  by  county  committees 0 

Might  add,  reseal  loans  on  19kQ-k9  crops  are  net  being  extended. 
For  further  information  check  with  county  PMA  offices 0 
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CCC  Moving  Out 

Recent  check-ups  show  that  CCC  is  in  the  process  of  moving 
stored  commodities  out  of  a  number  of  warehouses.    Storage  facilities 
affected  are  largely  of  the  type  where  CCC  stores  commodities  with  pri- 
vate warehousemen,  at  commercial  rates,  "but  where  the  warehouseman  occu- 
py "building  facilities  through  lease  from  branches  of  the  armed  services „ 

Considering  the  billion  and  a  half  tons  of  CCC  commodities  in 
storage,  less  than  1  percent  are  stored  in  such  buildings 9    The  remainder 
of  the  grain,  dried  beans,  dried  peas,  etc,,  is  stored  in  country  eleva- 
tors, and  other  commercial  warehouse  facilities. 

Materials  for  Essential  Hand_ Tool s 

Prospects  for  scoops,  pitchforks,  (the  five-tined  variety  in- 
cluded) as  well  as  other  farm  hand  tools  is  brighter*    Makers  of  these 
items  have  been  assured  "by  the  National  Production  Authority  that  enough 
steel  will  "be  available  to  meet  seasonal  demands  for  essential  hard  tools. 
Shovel,  spade  and  scoop  manufacturers  have  asked  NPA  to  restrict  non-es- 
sential use  of  certain  high  grade  lumbers  (particularly  ash)  needed  for 
handles  for  hand  tools 0 

Limitations  on  Sulp bur  Use 

Sulphur  supplies  are  still  a  big  problem,,    National  Production 
Authority  has  limited  users  to  the  same  amount  used  last  year. 

Before  this  action,  it  looked  like  demand  would  exceed  supply 
"by  over  a  million  tons.    The  limitation's  effect  on  fertilizer  can't  he 
determined  until  the  program  has  operated    awhile ;    However,  short  sup- 
ply of  sulphuric  acid  is  still  a  major  problem  in  making  super-phosphates 
and  ammonium  sulphates. 

Prepare  to  Combat  Sugar  Beet  Disease

Proper  storage  temperatures  car.  help  folks  get  the  most  good 
from  home  gardens  and  orchards t    Ideal  temperature  depends  on  the  fruit 
or  vegetable  being  storedP 

Unripe  tomatoes  keep  "best  at  55  degrees.  0  „ colder  temperatures 
turn  their  starch  to  sugar  and  cause  spoiling0    Melons,  cucumbers,  and 
squash  are  'best  stored  at  ij-5  to  50  degrees  while  potatoes  should  be 
kept  cool  hut  not  "below  ^0  degrees. 

For  gardeners  wanting  to  store  sweet  corn,  green  peas,  snap 
"beans,  or  green  vegetables  near  freezing  temperatures  (32  degrees)  will 
keep  flavor  and  freshness  for  the  longest  time  possible.    Just  above 
freezing  temperature  is  best  for  berries,  grapes,  plums,  peaches,  pears 
and  apples 3 

While  the  average  home  gardener  can't  control  storage  tempera- 
tures with  the  accuracy  of  a  commercial  shipper  or  warehouseman,  the 
closer  to  tne  recommended  temperatures  housewives  come the  longer 
theyrll  be  able  to  enjoy  high-quality  produce  from  their  gardening 
efforts ,

Specialists  tell  us  it's  most  effectively  treated  in  the  full 
leaf  stage  with  any  one  of  three  chemicals. , .ammonium  eulphamate;  2,lf-D; 
2,4, 5-T,    Ammonium  sulpbamate  can  he  used  either  dry  or  as  spray,  the 
other  two  compounds  can  he  used  singly  or  in  a  combination  spray.  Sev- 
eral treatments  are  usually  needed  to  do  the  /job.    By  the  way,  if  you 
burn,  don't  get  the  smoke  in  your  lungs B 

TV  Research  Contract  with  Iowa 

Have  just  finished  negotiating  a  television  research  contract 
between  USDA  and  Iowa  State  College.    The  project's  set  up  to  further 
research  in  determining  most  effective  program  techniques  for  present- 
ing agricultural  inf ormation  to  both  urban  and  rural  viewers. 

A  TV  research  project  has  "been  operating  within  the  Department 
since  April,  1S&8,  under  Research  and  Marketing  Act  funds.    The  Iowa 
contract  is  an  extension  of  this  project.

Dear  Radio  Farm  Director: 


Effective  weed  and  insect  control  through  use  of  farm  spray- 
equipment  depends  heavily  on.  proper  rate  of  application.    And  only  through 
frequent  checking  or  calibration  of  farm  sprayers  can  farmers  be  sure  that 
their  outfit  is  putting  on  the  right 'amount  of  spray*  • 

Surveys  show  that  wear  on  parts  of  the  sprayer,  the  speed  at 
which  spraying  is  done,  and  the  care  taken  in  mixing  herbicides  and  in- 
secticides with  water  are  all  frequent  causes  of  variations  in  application 
rates  that  ■seriously  affect  spraying  results. 

liVhen  farmers  follow  the  spray  rate  tables  furnished  with  their 
sprayer,  rather  than  die  eking -the  machine  themselves,  one  of  two  results 
are  most  common.     Either  they  put  on  too  much  spray,  which  waste-s  herbi- 
cides .and  may  kill  both  weeds  and  crop,  or  too  little  spray  is  applied 
and  they  get  poor  control  and  again  have  wasted  weed  or  insect  killer, 
money,  and  their  time. 

!te  point  out  that  manufacturers'  spray  rates  are  usually  accurate 
when  the  machine  is  new  and  tested  under  laboratory  conditions.     Those  same 
rates  are  not  necessarily . accurate  in  a  farmer's  field  due  to  fluctuation 
of  sprayer  pressure,  wear  on  the  machine,  and  inaccurate  methods  for  meas- 
uring speed  on  the  average  farm  tractor.     Strainers  and  nozzle  screens  may 
also  become  partially  clogged  thereby  gradually  reducing  output. 

In  view  of  these  findings.  RFD's.are  well  justified  in  stressing 
the  need  for  on-the-farm  checking  and  calibration  of  sprayers. 

USDA  engineers  tell  us  two  general  ways  can  be  used  to  check  up. 
One  is  to  take  the  amount  of  mixed  spray  required  for  an  acre  and  by  trial 
and  error  adjust  tractor  speed  and.  pump  pressure  to  the  desired  rate.  The 
other  is  to  pick  a  convenient  tractor  speed  and  pump  pressure  and  measure 
the  amount  of  spray  applied  per  acre. 
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Our  Hidden  Milk  Reserve 


Herb  Kriesel's  article  "by  that  title  in  the  June  issue  of  "The 
Agricultural  Situation"  presents  a  phase  of  dairy  promotion  that  "benefits 
producer  and  consumer  alike.    And  certainly  "encouraging  increased  con- 
sumption of  milk  solids -not-fat"  is  something  RFD's  can  do  whether  it's 
June  Dairy  month  or  not. 

Without  pailing  an  additional  gallon  of  milk  more  healthful 
diets  for  Mr.  and  Mrsc  America  and  family  can  be  had  by  using  more 
solids -not -fat  from  the  milk  we  now  produce.    About  70  percent  of  our 
milk  solids -not -fat  are  now  used  for  human  food  and,  even  though  that's 
about  20  percent  more  than  in  1930,  we  still  have  30  percent  that  could 
be  used  in  this  wayc 

Most  of  that  30  percent  is  produced  on  farms  selling  cream 
rather  than  whole  milk.    The  skim  milk  is  kept  on  the  farm  rather  than 
sold  because  the  price  doesnft  make  marketing  worthwhile. 

The  article  points  out  that  if  we  are  to  use  a  greater  percent- 
age of  our  milk  so.iids«not-fat,  it's  important  to  broaden  the  market  for 
dairy  products.    Broader  markets  provide  prices  under  which  dairy  farm- 
ers can  afford  to  produce  and  market  these  products  and  satisfy  the 
Nation's  nutritional  needs. 

Markets  can  be  broadened  through  expanded  buying  of  products 
high  in  milk  solids -not-fat.    Increased  use  of  fluid  milk,  cream,  cheese, 
ice  cream,  and  dry-milk  solids  has  greatly  boosted  consumption  of  milk 
solids-not-fat. 

Use  of  large  amounts  of  these  solids  is  partially  responsible 
for  the  fact  that  milk  and  milk  products  now  supply  three-fourths  of  the 
average  calcium  intake  per  person  in  the  U0  S0,  nearly  one-half  of  the 
riboflavin,  one -fourth  of  the  proteinf  and  much  of  the  fat,  vitamin  A, 
and  thiamine  in  our  diets,

According  to  the  price  reboot  Just  out  as  of  3  &  clock  today, 
prices  received  by  faimers  during  the  month  elcdirig"  JunT"l5  were  3.  percent 
lover  than  a  month  ago  hut  22  percent  ahove  last. June.    Index  of  prices 
paid  "by  farmers  stayed  about  the  same  as  for  May, 

On  the 'prices  received"  side  of  the  ledger,  truck  crops,  oil  "bearing 
crops,  feed  grains41,  -  hay  and  food  grains,  all  "brought  lees  money  while  meat 
animals  vere  .about  1  percent  higher  than  a  month  ago.    Higher  prices  for 
hogs  and  calves  more  than  offset  lower  prices  for, sheep  and  lambs. 

Prices  paid  out  "by  farmers  vere  steady  with  May  but  1.1  percent  , 
higher  than  a  year  ago.    They  paid  more  for  food  items,  farm  machinery, 
and  feeder  and  replacement  livestock  this  month,  hut  clothing  and  feed  cost 
them  less. 

Wanted t    Suggestions  For  Improvement 

From  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Brannan's  talk  to  the  Mid-South 
Cotton  Growers  on  Tuesday  come  these  hi-lites  on  what  the  Department  is 
doing  in  the  line  of  improvement  of  programs  serving  family  farms. 

Some  months  ago,  a  Family  Farm  Committee  "began  a  review  of  all 
present  USDA  policies  and  programs.    That  committee,  consisting  of  repre- 
sentatives of  farm  organizations,  church  groups,  land-grant  colleges,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  other  groups  interested  in  strengthening 
agriculture,  has  "been  taking  a  close  critical  look  at  programs  serving 
family  farms. 

The  Secretary  pointed  out  that  the  Department  is  also  asking  farm- 
people,., and  non-farm  people,,. to  help  in  the  job  of  pointing  out  where  pre- 
sent programs  are  falling  short  in  that  respect,, ,and  how  they  can  "be  im- 
proved. 

It  is  important  that  the  folks  on  the  farm  take  part  in  this  and 
the  best  way  for  them  to  do  it  is  by  speaking  their  minds  in  discussions 
that  will  go  on  through  the  summer  in  their  counties,  neighborhoods,  and 
homes , 


County  Agricultural  Mobilization  committee's  will  provide  good 
contacts  for  further  details  on  that  story. 
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What's  New  Department 

Naturally  waterproof  cotton  fabric  is  one  of  the  products  of  an 
improved,  inexpensive  loom  attachment  developed  "by  USDA,    The  new  attach- 
ment is  practical  and  yet  low  enough  in  cost  that  it  can  "be  widely  used 
throughout  the  cotton  industry* 

Teste  show  that  the  resulting  fabrics  of  all  kinds  have  practi- 
cally no  weaving  defects,  are  more  uniform  than  fabrics  made  on  looms 
without  the  attachment,  are  "better  appearing  in  general,  and  are  from  3 
to  10  percent  stronger. 

The  naturally  waterproof  quality  comes  from  "being  a"ble  to  insert 
up  to  a  third  more  horizontal  filling  threads  per  inch.    No  chemical  water- 
proofing treatment  is  needed. 

Specialists  think  this  type  of  fabric  may  have  possibilities  as 
tarpaulin  material,    Tarps  of  fabric  made  with  the  new  attachment  are 
being  tested  as  covers  on  a  New  Orleans  athletic  field,,. (where  there's 
unusually  heavy  rainfall),,, so  far  they  haven't  leaked.    Hopes  are  high 
that  the  material  is  suitable  for  this  and  other  outdoor  uses. 

Polks  at  the  USDA  Southern  Regional  Research  Laboratory  are  of- 
fering to  send  engineering  drawings  of  this  new  loom  attachment  and  sam- 
ples of  the  fabrics  to  interested  mills  and  other  organizations.  The

Wider  Use  of  "Leaf  Shedders" 

Use  of  defoliant  chemicals  on  cotton  will  probably  be  greatly 
stepped-up  this  year  according  to  Department  specialists.    Expected  in- 
crease is  partially  due  to  the  importance  of  an  early  harvest  in  trying 
to  turn  out  those  16  million  bales,    (RFD's  in  cotton  areas  have  been  sent 
release  1576  --  the  complete  story). 

World  Production  Picture  At  A  Glance 

A  bit  of  background  material  that  might  further  emphasize  why 
food  production  is  so  important  to  us  now  comes  from  Foreign  Agricultural 
Relations  Director  Stanley  Andrews'  talk  to  the  American  Home  Economics 
Association  in  Cleveland  on  Wednesday, 

Outside  of  the  countries  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  there  are 
only  two  major  surplus  food  producing  areas  in  the  world.    They  are  the 
general  area  of  the  Danube  Basin  (Germany  to  the  Black  Sea)  and  Siam, 
Burma,  and  Indo-China,    The  first  general  area  is  already  behind  the  Iron 
Curtain,    Furthermore,  there's  no  guarantee  that  the  second  general  area 
will  not  be  drawn  behind  that  curtain  and  thereby  withdraw  much'  more  f  ood- 
from  free  trade  channels.    If  the  latter  happens,  food  demands  of  the  non- 
surplus  areas  will  be  shifted  more  than  ever  to  us  and  other  Western 
Hemisphere  countries. 
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Kenland  Bed  Clover 

Seed  multiplication  is  moving  rapidly  under  the  Foundation  Seed 
Program,    Nearly  a  million  pounds  were  available  for  plantings  for  seed 
production  this  spring,   Figures  indicate  there  will  "be  plenty  of  seed 
available  next  spring  for  demonstration  plantings  in  all  of  the  2$  States 
where  Kenland  is  adapted. 

Enclosed  is  a  one  page  summary  on  Kenland  that  answers  questions 
on  it  and  may  help  listeners  in  deciding  if  "benefits  will  warrant  getting 
certified  seed  to  make  such  plantings.

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Agricultural  Plane  Tours  Country

Tropical  Soils;  Our  Undeveloped  Reserve
